DESTROYER BRINGS 
BAIRD’S CREW TO PORT 


Captain Believes That His Lum- 
ber-Laden Schooner Is a 
: Floating Derelict. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 6.—Cap- 
tain R. R. Couldman and the crew of 
the schoohed Edward R. Baird, Jackson- 


‘submarine eighteen miles off Cape 
Charles on Tuesday morning, were land- 
ed here today. The men were brought 
here by a destroyer, which picked them 
up shortly after the. vessel wag at- 
tacked. Captain Couldman said on ar- 
riving here: 

‘* We were proceeding about 100 miles 
off Hog Island in a smooth sea Tues- 
day morning, when the man: at the 
wheel sighted an object off our star- 
board quarter which he. took to be a 
submarine chaser. I was at breakfast, 
but came on deck. The helmsman re- 
ported that the object was acting in a 
queer mariner. 

“As soon as I saw the object I knew 
it was a submarine. Almost immedi- 
ately it gent a shot crashing through 
our foresail and signaled for us. to 
heave to. - I brought the schooner up 
and the submarine, moving closer to 
us, ‘broke out the German flag and two 
officers and four members. of the crew, 
the officers only being armed, boarded 


us. 

** One of the officers, a mian about 45 
years old, speaking perfect, English, de- 
manded the-ship’s. manifest and papers 
and announced that we would have 
fifteen minute’s to take to the schooner’s 
one boat. One of the officers accom- 
panied me to the cabin, where I turned 
over the ship’s papers to him. The 
boarding ‘party had little to say. The 
officer with me did not know how long 
he had been in American waters, or how 
many submarines Germany now had on 
this side. He told me to get all of the 
crew in the boat and place therein what 
provisions we had. 

‘“‘ As soon as we cleared the schooner 
the Germans placed bombs at the ends 
of the ropes and swung them over the 
sides of the vessel. to which time fuses 
were attached. The Germans then left 
the ship,and as we pulled awaya terrific 
explosion took place and I noticed two 
gaping holes in the side of my ship. 
Being loaded with )lumber, however, the 
schooner did not sink, and is probably 
drifting about. 

**The submarine was about 175 feet 
long, and carried two guns, one fore and 
one aft, and disappeared almost imme- 
Giately after ignitine the fuses to the 
bombs. 

‘*We saved, all of our personal be- 
Remains and two pet dogs we 
aboard. We had been drifting about for 
an hour when an American destroyer 
icked us up. After taking us on-board 

e@ destroyer sighted the submarine but 
it submerged before she had a chance 
to fire on it.’’

Senator Lodge countered Senator 
Lewis's. statement concerning the |‘ in- 
viting’’ of German forces -here by de- 
claring. that nothing has-so stimulated 
and invited Germany “to attack the 
United States at home as “‘ logse boast- 
ing and bragging about the number of 
troops we are transporting to France.” 
Senator Lewis in a recent speech de- 
clared the United States had 1,000,000

The. newspapers ‘devote a large 
amowtint of space this morning to the 
submarine menace on the American 
coast, but it is generally recognized 
that American genius will find ways 
to prevent the U-boats interfering’ 
with the ttanaportation: of. troops to 
Europe. 

‘The Echo ‘de Paris describes Tues-_ 


day’s French. communiqué, telling of 
the entry of the American troops into 
battle, as an unforgettable historical 
document. In an editorial the paper 
remarks: 

“ American troops have for the first 
time submitted to the decisive proof. 
Every witness of their behavior agrees 
that they triumphed. Henceforward 
the. United States is no longer a mili- 
tary power of unknown. value. The’ 
“American soldiers, whose»numbers we 
know to be practically without limit,- 
are of the finest quality. 

“The number of effectives brought 
to- France in» April and. May proves 
on the otheF hand that Atlagtic com- 
munications are assured to such a 
point that every day an the average 
several, thousand men can land in 
French ports. - 

“ The result is inf apparent para- 
doxical conclusion ‘that although the 
enemy is today, nearer Paris than he 
has ever been since the first battle 
of the Marne, our victory never ap- 
peared more certain: 

“In saying this we do not mean to 
deny the gravity of the present situa- 
tion. Our civilization is being struck 
to. the-heart in jthe m precious of 
its cities, but the cif we are going. 
through is more m 1 than ma- 
terial. Tey 

“ The Germans have very little time 
available in which to curb our fight- 
ing spirit—a few weeks or months at 
the longest. Its duration deperids on 
the relation existing between . the 
speed with which our “American 
friends can mobilize and transport 
their men across the ‘sea. and throw 
them into the-struggle and, the .rap- 
idity with which:the Germanscam as- 
semble’ their troops in the half ex- 
hausted regions‘on which they can 
still levy requisitions. We have no 
doubt as to which of’ these two an- 
tagonistic factors will triumph. Every 
indication tells us we shall. not be 
those who fail. -But it is the early 
coming of victory that we-want. The 
continued and increasing inflow of 
American troops promises us this. 

“But when? Shall we see the Ger- 
man armies, checked from moment 
to moment, continue to throw them- 
selves‘on us, weaker no doubt at each 
drive; but still formidable enough. to 
slaughter us? It is only a question 
of time before they are mastered, but 
the length of our:suffering must be 
reduced at any price.” 

The article goes on to call for unity 
in the political direction of the war. 
“ Only.this,” it says, “ can bring suc- 
cess, but no matter what be the unity 
of views between London, Paris, and 
Rome, no real unity can exist so long 
as America does not participate in it, 
so long as she wishes ‘to be only’ a 
‘ co-ally ’ and refuses to be completely 
and entirely an ally. The idea that 
armies can be brought into effective 
collaboration without political policies 
being also unified is fuhdamentally 
false. Let us remember that, ac- 
cording to the Germans, war is essen- 
tially a matter of policy. ) 

“ Politicg}-policy comes in where the 
work the. soldier ‘leaves~ off and 
crowns military effort by the force 
of economic restrictions, which are 
already such a powerful factor jand 
will be still more so in the future. 
We are in agreement with Wilson on 
many of his political ideas, but how 
can .we come to an agreement on 
others while we are forbidden to ihaye 
an entire political program in com- 
mon. The eternal indecision in our 
Russian policy is.a. case in point. We 
are happy to learn that at the moment 
the American troops are. reaching 
their. greatest efficitehcy in France an 
effort is being made to provide that 
henceforward political policy in.

By. their 
attack, begun on a front of twenty- 
eight miles, they have: certainly suc- 
ceeded in occupying a new front of 
eighty. miles, but their: real. objective 
was to reach Paris,.and this couid only 
be attained by first gaining Compiégne 
and Villers-Cotterets. Mont; Renaud, 
south of Noyon,” and Rheims having 
resisted ‘the enemy effort the Germans 
Have had to we content. with a half 
success. 

As things ah, Henry Bidou points. 
out; the Germans are. now everywhere 
suffering frem most unfavorable tac- 
tical conditions, Their position is even 
worse than‘at the Marne in 1914. Right 
here care should be taken in compar- 
ing the present battle with’ that of 
the Marne, for there.is no relation -be- 
tween the march forward in sojid mass 
of the First, Second, Thi Fourth, 
and Fifth German Armies in 1914 and. 
the effort made by von Boehm ‘last

The present. battle_in Bidou’s opinion, 
Was begun probably with only a dozen 
divisions ‘for the sole ‘purpose of. re- 
covering the. plateau of the Chemin 
Des Dames, since the loss of ,which 
last year the Germans have been with- 
out @bservation posts in that region.

PERSHING TELLS DEEDS 
OF AMERICAN PATROL 


Hold Off Twice Their Namber in 
Lorraine — He Quotes French 
Report on Chateau-Thierry. 





WASHINGTON, June 6.—The story of 
how an American patrol of forty men, 
outnumbered two to one, held its ground 
in Lorraine last Sunday night for* three- 
quarters of an hour, and retired only, 
when its ammunition became exhausted, 
is told in a continuation of General Per- 
ishing’s communiqué of yesterday, re- 
ceived today. The American commander 
also communicates the text of a very 
eulogistic: account from a French source 


of the fine work done by the American 
machine-gun battalion at  Chateau-* 
Thierry. The bulletin reads:

WITH THE FRENCH’ ARMIES, 
June 5.—Some time must yetelapse ere 
we can know fully and exactly what 
occurred on the Chemin des Dames 
at and aftef'4 A. M. on May 2%. 
Many of the combatants have died a 
martyr’s death and been buried by 
alien hands where they fell. Many 
more will long languish in prisoners’ 
camps; but the remnants of some 
regiments: have now come down from 
the front to rest, and by ‘piecing to- 
gether the narratives of these weary 
men it‘is possibly to make: the first 
outline of the story that will one-day 
be told in all its pitifulness and terror. 

One of them is the Frerich infantry 
regiment which had long held the 
central sector of this front. For this 
last trial {it had been prepared by 
months of trench raiding and 
strengthening its defenses, Submerged 
by a storm of fire and poison gas and 
by wave upon wave of assault, it 
went down in a single morning, }, 
fighting the ‘hopeless fight’ to the bit- 
ter end. A mall number lived to 
cross the Aisne in the afternoon, and 
these had to continue the struggle for 
four days and nights, practically 
without respite. Few are those, even 
in this war, who have survived such 
agony. 

They were warned, and’ so far 
as their local means allowed, were 
prepared for the attack. Gas masks, 
machine guns, grenade stores—every- 
thing was ready. The order was to 
hold ground between the second and 
third positions or to die in the effort, 
and it was carried out. It was to be 
expected: that the telephone 
would be‘cut.’ There remained carrier 
pigeons. A rolling‘ barrage two miles 
deep and of indescribable violence ex- 
tinguished the poor efforts of the local 
batteries to reply. Thick clouds of 
artificial smoke, gas, and dust 
shrouded the agsault, so that rocket 
signals were not seen at the rear and 
the enemy was invisible till he reached 
the parapets. 

The line was almost immediately 
broken and the battle became a strug- 
gle of isolated groups, heavily out- 
numbered without the possibility of 
reinforcement, defending scraps. of. 
broken trench dugouts or quarries and 
still resisting long: after:the main ‘tide 
of the conflict\had passed south. -,;” 

A copy lies before me of messages 
dated from 8:30 to 8:30 A, M. and 
sent back from these isolated groups 
by pigeon. No words could be so 
eloquent as their laconic — brevity. 
When permission to retreat was given 
some officers refused to avail them- 
selves of it. 

The Colonel, with his staff papers, 
crossed the Aisne at 10 A. M. and or- 
ganized the defense of. the passage. 
The survivors of the regiment were 
re-forméd on the south bank, and on 
the following day received.a reinforce- 
ment of men, bringing it up to a quar- 
ter of its original strength. This 
handful had to meet the heavy attack 
southwest of Soissons on May 29, and 
a series of attacks on the following 
two days.. No more was humanly pos- 
sible; and they were withdrawn. They 
say that not a man had uttered a 
complaint, 

Herr Karl Rosner, war correspon- 
dent of the. Berliner Lokal-Anzeiger, 
has just, been entertaining his readers 
with a different picture of these tragic 
days. The Kaiser is standing an. the 
afternoon of the attack upon the high- 
est point of the east end of the Chemin 
des Dames, gazing at his advancing 
cohorts, and in the distance the ruins 
of Rheims are wreathed in smoke and 
flame, To him comes old Hindenburg, 
humbly saluting his master. The Em- 
peror expresses his satisfaction at 
seeing him at such a moment in such 
pa place with the proof of their tri- 
umphant destiny visible before them. 
The two walk about amid the trenches, 
wire fields, and shell holes of this old, 
old battlefield. His Majesty fears the 
aged Marshal may be fatigued. 
~™ No, no,” is the cheerful reply, “ it 
was time I moved about a little again.” 

Then, to complete the combination, 
the Crown Prince appears to hurry 
away after compliments and hand- 
shakes—not to the rear, as you may 
have thought, but /to the front.

REICHSTAG MEMBER 
ASSAILS CENSORSHIP 


Asserts It is a Tool of the Annex- 
ationists — Equal Franchise 
Meetings Forbidden.

AMSTERDAM, June 6.—On the opén- 
ing day of the Reichstag session a So- 
cialist- member, Herr Bauer, strongly 
attacked what he cajled the policy of 
force in German domestic politics. Mat- 
ters, he said, were going from bad to 
worse and the censorship was becoming 
ever more and more the instrument of 
the annexationists. 

The working of the censorship, he de- 

clared, was arousing great discontent 
among the people. Meetings in favor of 
the equal franchise had been forbidden, 
though the equal franchise was part of 
the policy of the Government. In many 
cases Socialist journals were refused for 
transmission to certain sections of the 
army on instructions from high au- 
thority. Herr Bauer continued: 
* ‘* In Breslau the General in command 
not only prohibits public Socialist gath- 
erings, but refuses to allow members 
of the party to meet. On the other 
hand, the campaign of the annexation- 
ists is officially encouraged. The So- 
cialist Party’s secretary in. Breslau was 
proceeded against by the army author- 
ities because he forwarded to the mil- 
itary authorities a petition by wives 
of soldiers. He had to leave Breslau 
and go to Ratisbon. The commanding 
General in Breslau has made it impos- 
sible for me to speak to my own con- 
stituents. This policy of force in Ger- 
man domestic politics must lead to dis- 
aster."’ 

The Minister for the Interior gave 
the usual denials, but .stated that in 
1917 there had been 204 cases of news- 
Papers being suppressed; in 1918, up to 
date, the number was 73.

render the- Russian Black Sea filéet to 
Germany on condition that the war- 
ships be restored to Russia after peace 
has been declared and that the Ger- 
mans refrain from using the vessels. 

The conditions also stipulate that the 
German invasion of Russia shall come 
to an end. 


PLANS VISIT TO KAISERS. 


Ukraine Dictator to See the Real 
Rulers of His Country.:

Bomb Metz-Sablon Railway Sta- 
tion Twice in a Day—Also At- 
tack Treves and Thionville.

Tells of Extension of Alien Property 
A Classification. 


Special to The New York. Times, 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—By the terms 
of the President’s proclamation of May 
31, under the Trading ‘with the Enemy 
act, the Alien Property Custodian will 
be empowered to take over for the Gov- 
ernment property of thousands of per- 
sons who were not affected by the orig- 
inal act and whose property could not 
Be. reached before. Some of this, prop- 
erty has never been reported. Part. of 
it has been reported, but the Custodian 
‘has not been able to act onthe reports 
and seize the property, for the reason 
that the owners were not then ‘* ene- 
mies’? In a statement-A. Mitchell Pal- 

mer, Alien Property Custodian, _ said. to- 
day: 

‘* Formerly only the -property of in- 
terned aliens in this country or the prop- 
erty in this country of persons resident 
within the enemy’s lines could’ be taken 
over, Now, under the enlarged * enemy ’ 
term, the Alien Property Custodian may 
take the property of the following five 
additional classes of citizens’ or*subjects 
of Germany or Austria-Hungary! 

‘1. Wives’ of officers, officials, or 
agents of Ger eey or Austria-Hungary ; 
wives of persons. within the territory 
(including that.aceupied by military and 
naval forces). of Germany or. Austria- 
Hungary; and wives of persons resident 
outside of the United States and doing 
business within. enemy territory. This 
classification includes the property of 
American women who fave married Ger- 
man or Austrian subjects and who left 
Germany or Austria when the world 
war began to reside in Switzcriand,.or 
other countries outside of the United 

States, in order to avoid sequestration of 
their property. 

‘*2.- Persons who are prisoners of war 
or who have been, or shall hereafter be, 
interned’ by any ally of the United 
States. This includes the property. of 
German or Austrian subjects who have 
bes - interned in I'rance or England or 
other allied country, but whose property 
heretofore we could. not. reach.

I have replied that the matter was 
in the hands of the Woman Suffrage 
Committee, and I would like to inquire 
of the Chairman or some member of 
that committee whether it is likely there 
will be a vote this session.”’ 

Senator Bhafroth, speaking for Sen- 
ator Jones of New Mexico, the Chair- 
man, replied that the friends of suf- 
frage were refusing to allow the amend- 
went to come to a vote until assured of 
sufficient strength to pass it, 

“* We lack three-votes, I believe,’’ said 
Senator Shafroth, is frank statement 
caused much merriment. ‘* We expect, 
however, to get those votes, and I think 
we will get. them and pass the amend- 
ment this session.’ 

Senator Cummins,.a Republican mem- 
ber of the committee, reminded Senator 
Shafroth that at the last meeting of’ the 
committee, three weeks ago, it was vot- 
ed to bring the amendment to a final 
aes before the end of the present ses- 
sion.

SEES NEED OF MORE NURSES 


Surgeon General Biue Indorses the 
Red Cross Campaign. 


A letter from Surgeon General Rupert 
Blue of the Public Health Service ex- 
pressing the hope that the Red Cross 
nurses’ drive, which began on June 38 
and continues until June 13, would be 
able to supply nurses for sanitary work, 
was made public yestcrday by the At- 
lantic Division of the Red’ Cross. In 
his letter the Surgeon General said: 

“In connection with your campaign 
to increase the enrollment , of nurses 
vith the American Red Cross, I wish 
0 testify to the value of your co-opera- 
tion in providing nurses for sanitary 
work in the extra cantonment zones 
which is of much importance in pre- 
venting the transmission of disease to 
the military forces. I hope that 
through an incréased *enrollment your 
department will likewise be able to meet 
our future needs for nursés in extra 
cantonment zones, and also in our 
trachoma and pell a work.” 

A number of striking posters “urging 
nurses to enroll was sent out ‘yester- 
day by the headquarters of the cam- 
paign to all hospitals, training schoois 
,and nurses’ clubs in New York, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut. Some of.them 
read, “Nurses! The call from No Man's 
Man’s Land has come across’’; Nurses, 
this means you. Our wounded need 
care. They fight. ~Won’t you serve. 
Enroll now for the army and navy 
service’’; ‘‘ Nurses of yeh Hu’ 
manity calls. What is your answer?” 
Nurses of the American Red Cross 
who are in New York awaiting orders 
to. sail may find g resting place at 
the Central Club for Nurses, 1382 East 
Forty-fifth Street.

FOR FULL PROHIBITION. 


Bill to be Urged in Congress—Wwiil- 
can’s ‘Protest on Randall Measure. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover’s declaration that 
prohibition should be by legislation and 
not by forcing the Food Administration 
io be responsible for ‘‘an orgy of 
drunkeriness,’’ drew from- Representa- 
tive Randall of California today the 
‘statement that a full war prohibition 
measure would be urged in Congress at 
this ‘session. 

‘President Wilson’s letter to Senator 
Sheppard of Texas opposing Represen- 
tative Randall’s amendment adopted by 
the House to make unavailable a $6,000,- 
000 agricultural appropriation unless the 
President ‘exercises powers under the 
F'ood Control act to prohibit the use of 
grains in making beer and wines was 
read to the Senate today. 

“ “ Prankly I am very much distressed 
by the action of the House,” said the 
letter. ‘‘I do not think that it fe wise 
or fair to attempt to put such compul- 
sion on the Executive in the-matter in 
which he has already acted almost to 
the limit of his authority.

"| DISPENSING WITH THE COURTS. 


It is generally recognized that roast 
pork {ig too expensive if obtained by 
burning, down a house to make a fire. 
Those capable of seeing that point 
may also see that it is a poor way to 
get child labor by abolishing the Su- 
preme Court. That’ is the way of 
The 
ideas that the Supreme Court can be 
abolished by statute, and. that the 
constitutionality of statutes can’ be 
declared by the President and Con- 
gress, are original with him, and he 


if Congress should pass the law which 
he proposes. Any Executive.or judi- 
cial officer who shall question: the 
constitutionality of the child labor 
law officially shall be considered by 
that act to have vacated his. office. 
No Judge of any inferior court shall 
allow the question. to be raiséq in 
his court, and the Supreme Court 
shall not entertain any appeal. This 
is the answer of the Senator to the 
deeision of the Supreme’ Court re- 
ferring the question of child labor 
legislation to the several States for 
local action, according to the. senti- 
ment of their various communities. 
The Senator feels called upon to maké 
this reply because the decision of the 
court in effect declares that “ the 
“members of Congress who passed 
“it, and the President who signed it, 
“ violated their oaths of office.” 

It is probably safe to say that the 
Senator is alone in this view of the 
purpose or effect of the action of the 
Supreme Court.’ It is not so sure 
that he is alone in thinking that the 
short way to child: labor ‘reform is to 
abolish the Supreme. Court by act of 
Congress. He may have company in 
thinking, like. the Bolsheviki, that 
anything can be done by a viva voce 
vote. But there will be those who 
recall that a President once defied 
the Supreme Court because he 
thought it impossible for the court 
to enforce its decisions. Just so now 
there will be those who will think 
that the Supreme Court will chal- 
lenge Congress to make good its 
edicts, if it should see fit to pass the 
Senator’s unique proposal. No doubt 
it will ,be thought by the Senator an 
additional offense to remark that the 


PSupreme Court is given independent 


powers and functions by the Consti- 
tution, and that it is beyond the 
power of Congress to take over the 
power to decide any question of law 
whatever. It is common sense, as 
well as constitutional law, that legal 
questions should be decided by im- 
partial authority, and that the Con- 
gress would be so prejudiced in decid- 
ing questions regarding its own ac- 
tion that it should see .its unfitness 
for the duties which the Senator pro- 
poses for it. 

There are those who see some rea- 
sons for Itking the British system of 
a. national legislature with unlimited 
powers. But even those of that way 
of thinking can see the impropriety 
of substituting the British system of 
government for our own by indirec- 
tion, as a sort of addendum to a 
question of policy about another un- 
related matter. Attempts at nulli- 
fication of Federal statutes have 
failed. _So also should fail attempts 
to nullify the powers of the Supreme 
Court by assuming to control its dis- 
cretion in matters intrusted to it for 
independent action. Child labor reg- 
ulation by the nation cannot be so 
imperative that the framework of 
our Government should be made over 
to attain it. Or, if-so, at least the 
procedure should be in the manner 
provided by the most solenin popular 
referendum it is possible to have. 








WALL STREET FARMERS. 

The, choicest wheat land on 16,000,- 
000 acres of several Indian reserva- 
tions is to be cultivated by a combina- 
tion of talent from Wall Street's high- 
est circles. Their names are a guar- 
antee that the nominal capital of $2,- 
000,000 will be enlarged according to 
the necessities of the undertaking, if 
it shall prove of promise. The first 
unit will be seeded this Fall, and next 
year there is expected a yield of sev- 
eral million bushels, with greater pros- 


‘pects eventually. 


This is an interesting new departure. 
Our worst ofganized industry is to be 
managed like a manufacturing indus- 
try, with ¢hief reliance put upon 
machinery. It is singular that Amer- 
icans have been so backward in the 
use of -tractors, mechanical mules, 
which they invented, and which are 
more appreciated abroad than at 
home. Tractors are baby “ tanks,” 
and they were the salvation of foreign 
‘agriculture when the cultivators were 
called to the colors. This .yéar Mary- 
land bought four: American tractors. 
France took 1,500. Michigan was en- 
terprising and bought 1,000 tractors 
for its farmers’ use. But England 
took .4,000, anddexpectés to take 6,000 
if deliveries in small lots can ‘be: en- 
larged.. Pennsylvania allowed the

and it. is. sure that. they will eat no 
corn or oats, while they will produce’ 
more than otherwise ‘would be pos- 
sible, considering the labor shortage. 

With farms on the enlarged scale of 
the Wall Street farmers, and run like 
a combination in restraint of trade, it 
requires little imagination to. foresee 
that those who perform the -labor 
will not live on the land, any more 
than millhands eat and sleep in the 
factories. -They will live in towns, 
and be. taken to and from ‘their 
work in motor transports or trolley 
cars., They will work union. hours 
on yearly hirings, and they will 
learn the farm trade as mechanics 
learn their trade. ‘It is a move in a 
more’ promising ‘direction than the 
formation of Equity societies and 
Noppartisan leagues to make society 
over to remedy the shortcomings of 
incompetent farmers. So long as land 
was free, anybody could make a living 
from land and be a farmer of a sort. 
But wher land is worth $100 an acre, 
more or less, it takes a higher talent 
to make farming pay and feed the 
world. Machinery will work the mir- 
acle, and Wall Street will finance the 
farmers in proportion that they rise 
to their opportunity. [fhe | Federal 
Reserve Bank ruled that. farmers’ 
notes, including supposably notes of, 
Wall Street farmers like any others, 
are eligible for rediscount when given 
for tractors. 

Old-fashioned farmers are lamenting 
the shortage of muscle. The new sort 
of fatmers are replacing muscle with 
brains and. capital. Soon there may 
be more food grown than can be used, 
and there will be a cry for the re- 
duction of prices below the level neces- 
sary for the new equipment of talent 
and machinery. They can be driven 
from the farm more easily than they 
were attracted to it.

UP WITH THE BLACK FLAG. 

The stir .which is being made in 
Germany by the Kreuz-Zeitung’s de- 
mand for a statement of war aims is 
caused ‘by the’ fact ‘that thé Kreuz- 
Zeitung wants the real war aims to 
be made public. They are aims of 
conquest. - Hitherto; when Germany 
has organized a peace offensive, she 
has camouflaged these aims by a pre- 
tense that her aims are reasonable 
and such.as other nations can accept. 
The Kreuz-Zeitung believes that Ger- 
many is now strong enough to discard 
hypocrisy and come out with the 
truth. It says: 

The time for an understanding on the 
basis of peace offers has gone by. The 
time has now come for another kind of 
understanding—that on the basis of mil- 
itary prestige. We do not need to offer 
anything, but we may begin to demand. 
We have the advantage. 

This has caused great consternation 
among those who still believe that the 
enemies of Germany can be coaxed 
and seduced to a peace conference on 
the pretense. that it is to be one of 
“understanding and give-and-take,” 
as MICHAELIs put it less than a year 
ago, and then sandbagged from behind 
as the Russians were at the conference 
of Brest-Litovsk. The Tageblatt has 
the impudence still, after that fright- 
ful revelation of what Germany really 
means by -@ peace conference, to al- 
lege the German aim to be that “ this 
“ gigantic war must only end in a 
“free understanding.” It points out 
cannily that if the Kreuz-Zeitung’s 


proposal is followed up, the result will]. 


surely be to rally all parties in France 
and England more determinedly under 
the flag of war. 

This is true, of course, but the 
Kreuz-Zeitung thinks Germany can 
afford to disregard that fact. It 
thinks she can afford to disregard the 
effect on the enemy nations’ altogether 
and consider only the effect on her 
own people; for it is a domestic 're- 
sult that the Kreuz-Zeitung hopes to 
attain by the brutal revelation of the 
real war aims. By such a revelation 
the Government would silence! and 
suppress those Germans who hitherto 
have taken advantage of its secretive- 
ness about. war aims to weaken the 
unity of the people. The time has 
come to throw overboard “ all chicken- 
*“ hearted pessimists of the Erzberger

NEUTRAL SHIPS FOR FOOD. . 
It was known some weeks ago that 
@ modus vivendi with Sweden gave 
‘us ‘the use 100,000 tons of her 
ships, and now, by the terms of a 
trade agreement signed on the 31st 
ult., 300,000 tons more will. be char- 
tered to our Government and the 
Alliés. Sweden thus adds ~ about 
seventy-five ocean ‘carriers to the 
number of those in service against 
Germany, -At the same time she 
consents to reduce by at least one- 
half her exports of high-grade iron 
and ore to that country, where mill- 
ions,-of tons from this source have 
-been used in munition factories. Ger. 
many, now commandeering and melt- 
ing -kitchen utensils and doorknobs, 
needs all the Swedish iron’ that can 
be imported. In/return for the ships 
we are to send grain, fertilicsr, 
cotton, ‘olls,. and other products. 


Sweden’s stock of wheat is almost]. 


exhausted; she must have 2,500,000 
bushels before the coming harvest. 
At least seven cargoes .of supplies 
were forwarded from our ports while 
.the modus vivendi was in force, and 
others will now follow them. 

They will be in danger, for when 
the use of 100,000 tons of shipping 
was granted, with 400,000. tons from 
Norway, the Swedish and Norwegian 
Governments had official notice from 
Berlin that, in accordance with an 
amendment_of Germany's prize rules, 
the merchant marines of neutral na- 
tions making such agreements would 
be regarded as hostile.: But the neu- 
trals must have foodstuffs and raw 
materials which can be obtained 
only from the United States and in 
exchange for ship service. One cause 
of their food shortage has been the 
sale to Germany of what their own 
people needed, while Germany was 
sinking hundreds of their ships. Com. 
missioners sent by Denmark to nego- 
tiate a trade agreement arrived here 
last week. A Danish. naval officer 
who preceded them says the people 
of his country are living on very 
small rations and can be saved only 
by foodstuffs from America. There is 
very little fodder, he adds, “for 
“ cattle-raising, the .country’s chief 
“industry.” Probably he has not 
forgotten that for a long time there 
was a daily meat train from Den- 
mark to Germany. Undoubtedly the 
food supply is insufficient now from 
Belgium northward to the arctic. If 
cargoes shipped from our ports for 
relief are torpedoed, the neutral na- 
tions mgy feel that they cannot af- 
ford to express just resentment, but 
very few friends of Germany will be 
left within their boundaries.

_ President WiLson has been urged to 
exercise the power given him by the 
Overman act and transfer to the abso- 
lute control of General SIBERT,. chief 
of the new gas division of the army, 
the organization of chemical research 
work that, with the voluntary aid and 
co-operation of the most eminent ex- 
perts in the country, has accomplished 
such brilliant regults under the aus- 
pices of the Bureau of Mine§. 

It would be a tragedy ‘if Mr. WILson 
acquiesced and gave the order, The 
chemists of the National Advisory 
Committee, acting with the Bureau of

stance, as Ika REmMsEN, formerly Pres- 
ident of Johns Hopkins; HvuLett of 
Princeton, BANCROFT of Cornell, RicH- 
aRDs of Harvard, TaLBoT of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, VEN- 
ABLE of the University of North Caro- 
lina, NIcHOLs of the General Chemical 
Company, Hosxms of Chicago, and

He doesn’t 
want to criticise a demonstration of 
which the avowed purpose—doubtless 
sincere—is to expres® the patriotism of 
our foreign-born citizens, and yet in- 
stinct tells him, as it does others, that 
there is something wrong,.something un- 
wise, about this particular expression of 
that most estimable sentiment. 

Probably, in this case as so often, in- 
Stinct, which is merely the crystallized 
experience of ages, has reached a right 
conclusion. Nobody could question the 
fact that there. would be interest in a 
parade consisting of some thirty divis- 
ions, with each division composed of 
marchers of an ethnic strain different 
from any of the others. We already 
know, however, and know only too well, 
that the population of the United States 
is drawn from many lands—that we are 
conducting here the greatest of experi- 
ments in the assimilation of diverse ma- 
terials. But what we want to see now is 
not proof that the assimilation is still 
incomplete, but that it has progressed to 
the point where the several groups of 
which we are composed think of them- 
selves as undifferentiated Americans, 
instead of as the unforgetting sons of 
lands. European, Asiatic, African, - or- 
what not. 

The best of all *! nationality parades ”’ 
at this time and in this place would be a 
paradé, not of thirty nationalities, but 
of one—a parade the object of which was 
not to emphasize or even to reveal our 
diversities of origin, but to manifest our 
similarities, our unanimities, of thought, 
of determination, and of action. The 
men who are to march in the proposed 
parade are either Americans or they are 
not, and the routes by which they have 
arrived at Americanism are of no pres- 
ent importance to us as a people én- 
gaged in deadly conflict with a strong 
and ‘desperate and utterly ruthless 
enemy.

HE CARRIES 4,000 LETTERS 


Machine Topples Over in Landing, 
but Pilot and Mechanie!..a.-  ~ 
"Are Unhurt. 


The aerial mail service between this 
city and Boston was started yesterday 
by Lieutenant Torrey H. Webb, who, 
carrying more than 4,000 letters, piloted 
a Liberty motored Curtiss biplane over 
the 250-mile air route in the fast timie 
of three hours and twenty-two minutes. 
He made.only one stop, and then to 
adjust his compass, and will make the 
return flight today if weather condi- 
ions are~ favorable, 

With R. Heck, a mechanician, as fe 
senger, gear) Webb got away from 
Belmont Field at 12:09 o’cloek. The start 
was witnessed by Richard Vreeland, As- 
sistant Superintendent of Mails; H. L. 
Hartung, in ‘charge of the. Aerial Mail 
Service,, and several officials of, the 
Aero Club of America. Two. hours 
later, as the aviator neared Haddon, 
Conn., he found that his. compass was 
working badly and.he. descended at 
Shailerville and fixed it. Before rising 
he said that for thé rest of the way he 
intended to follow the tracks of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford. 

At 8:31 o’chock Lieutenant Webb cir- 
ges over Saugus, + near Revere 
each and. Boston, and then plan 
down orm the estate of Godfrey Cabot, now 
the Franklin Park Aviation Field. In 
making the landing. he struck soft earth, 
as did Lieutenant Vanel at Belmont 
Park last Monday, and the machine 
tipped up. Webb and the mechanician 
were thrown out but were. uninjured. 
The plane was severely strained and one 

propeller blade snapped off. 

Assistant Postmaster William BE. Hur- 
ley of Boston. and other Post Office of- 
ficials were on hand to greet Lieutenant 
Webb, and the mail was transferred to 
a motor for delivery_in Boston. Much 
of the first Boston air mail consisted of 
megazines addressed to President Wil- 
son, and these will be returned by air 
post to this city and sent to Washington 
via the New York-Philadelphia service. 

Carrying increased burdens of “mail, 
Lieutenants Miller and Culver yesterday 
maintained the aerial delivery to Wash- 
me Oe through Philadelphia on schedule.

HITS AT SECRET DIPLOMACY. 


Borah Says It Was Responsible for 
the World War. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Debate on 
the Underwood resolution to limit de- 
bate in the Senate during the war 
opened today with a speech by Senator 
Borah of Idaho, Republican, in support 
of his amendment providing for the con- 
sideration of treaties at open sessions 
of the Senate. 

Senate Borah said the world war had 
its origin: almost exclusively in secret 
diplomacy. If the great mass of the 
German people had ‘béen permitted to 
know the facts before the war, he de- 
clared, there would have been no oppor- 
tunity how for the Hohenzollerns to be 
conducting their propaganda to convince 
them that war was forced upon them.

expért licenses will not be required ‘fo 
send newspapers, magazines, and other 
periodically issued: printed matter, in- 
cluding advertising circulars, also books 
and other printed matter interded. for 
the personal. use of the consignee by 
mail to foreign countries. 

A special export. license covering all 
‘such exportations -has been issued 
through the Post Office Department, 
and persons mailing parceis Suta taing 
printed matter as named above need no 
apply for an individual export license. 
If the shipment is in conformity with 
the postal laws and regulations and the 
package bears on thé wrapper, plainly 
marked, the license number and the 
names ‘and addresses of the consignor 
and consignee, the .package will be ac- 
cepted for mailing by .the Post Office.
